tre aster General Vilas Iseues Instructions for the 
Ectablishment of the Immediate Delivery sys- 
tem-—its Objectsand Uses Bxplained— 
Departmental Newe and Notes. 


WasugncTon, August 12.—The following cir- 
guar relating to the immediate delivery svs- 
jem, which is to be put in operation on Ocio- 
per 1, has been prepared and vill be sent to 
ghe postmasters at once. It is of interest to 
phe general public: 

Section 3 of the postoffice appropriation act, 
gpproved March 3, 1855, provides that “A special 
stamp of the face valuation of 10 cents, may be 
provided and issued, whenever deemed advisable 
grexpedient, insuch form and bearing such de- 
vice #s may meet the approval of the postmaster 

pera). whfch, when attached to a letter, in ad- 
ditiou to the lawful postege thereon, the delivery 
of which is to be af a free delivery office or at any 
city, town or village containing a population of 
four :housand Or over, according to the fedéral 
repsus. Shall be regarded as entitling such letter 

immediate celivery within the 
limit of any free deliv- 
gry fice which may be designated 
by the postmaster general as a special delivery 
ptice.et within one mile of a postoffice at any 
other ollice coming within the provisions of this 
rection, which may In like manner, be designated 
asaspecial delivery office. It has, accordingly, 
peen decided to introduce the special delivery 
gystem on the firstof October 1885, at all postof- 
ces at which it is permitted by law, viz: Those at 
which the free delivery system is in operation, 
@nd those incities and towns having a popula- 
tion of 1000 or over, as shown by the last federa! 
geusus 
Suitalle supplies of -these special delivery 
Stamps Will be sent to any postoffice in the coun- 
try ‘which may meke§ requisition for them, and 
wher received they are to be taken up by the 
tmastec in his aceount current, and accounted 
or quarter in the same manner as ordinary postage 
samyps. Theyare tobe had by postmasters in 
any required amount, and to any person who may 
apply for them, but they can be used only for the 
urpose Of securing the immediate]delivery of 
etters addressed to and received in the mails.at 
any of theoffices designated as special delivery 
ofices. Under no circumstances are they to be 
used in the payment of postage of any description 
oro! registry fee, mor can any other stamps be 
employed to secure special delivery except the 
delivery Stamp. The special delivery stamp must 
be in addition to the lawful postage, anda letter 
not prepared with at least one full rate of postage, 
in accordance with the law and regulations, must 
be treated as held for postage, though bearing the 
specialdelivery stamp. Registered letters will be 
entitied to immediate delivery the same as ordi 
nary ietiers when bearing the special delivery 
stamp in addition to the full postage and registry 
jee 1equired by the law and regulations.

The Baggage of Traveliers from Europe 
Not to be Delayed in New York. 

New York, August 12.—The United States 
treasury department has - authorized the 
American express company to receive the 
beggege of paseengers from Europe upon ar- 
riva] in New York, tobe forwarded immedi- 
ately in bond without examination to the 
vie a! nig entry in the United States 
an nada, wher i 
assent ag e the duty, if any, will be 

This will relieve travellers from the delay 
and annoyance attending the present system 
of examination at the port of New York. 
While the passengers were grumbling over the 
delays of the barge office system at this port, 
and the steamship companies were urging the 
treasury department to permit them to hasten 
matters by landing passengers on the piers, 
there was a movement on foot to further 
hasten the journey of those bound to 
the interior of the United States. 
The American Express company had been 
urgently moving in the matter, and when the 
new administration came in last ‘March, ap- 
plication was made to Secretary Manning for 
a decision ina matter which would expediate 
the business of the port. In due time this: 
order was issued to the collector ot this port: 

To ayoid delay the entries of baggage for imme- 
diate transportation under these instructions 
will bejcompleted toall barge offices, or otber 
landing place for passengers within your district, 
and beggage delivered at such fplaces at the ex. 
press companies for transportation. 

To take advantage of this rule,the American 
express company hes filed bonds to the amount 
of $1,000,000, and undertook te forward the 
baggage bound to all principal cities in the 
country, among them the following: 

Atlante, Charleston. Detroit, Galveston, 
Georgetown, D. C.; Hartford, Louisville, Mem- 
phis, Mobile, New Orleans, Newport News, 
Va., Nortolk, Richmond, Savannah, Wil- 
mington, N.C. Hereafter when passengers 
are ina hurry to get out of New York, they 
have simply to go to the ship’s purser 
any time before the ship arrives in port, and 
ask that their ultimate destinations and de 
scription of beggage be written in the mani- 
fest of the passengers which each ship must 
carry. Then, as soon as the skip reaches the 
pier, the baggage must be pointed out to the 
agent of the American express company, who 
will be in waiting, and thereafter no turther 
thought need be given to it, until it reaches its 
destination. 


WASHED BY A

The Terrible Disaster which Befel! a Dakota

The box was carried down 
to White river,where it struck against the bank 
and the woman succeeded in catching hold 
of some willows and drawing herself out. 
She was dressed in nothing but night clothes.

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THE MURDER OF HBRRICK, 


The Stepson of the Murdered Man Held for 
the Crime, 

New York, August 12.—The murder of Al- 
bert It. Herrick, in Brooklyn, still continues 
to attract attention. The statements of his 
stepson, Thomas Armatrong, who is in custody 
on suspicion of committing the crime, in re- 
gard to his movements on the day 
of the murder, have been found 
to be untrue, and when taxed about it 
he ‘admitted that they were. The detectives 
talked with him last night and this morning. 
It was currently reported that Armstrong had 
madea confession, and the work ofthe detec- 
tives was ended. Armstrong was ranged 
along side five other men this morning, but 
was not identified by Mrs. Ida Summers as the 
men she saw scale the fence behind Herrick’s 
house after the murder. Later Armstrong was 
arraigned in court,and the affidavits read to 
him connecting him with the crime. Then 
followed a startling statement by the prisoner 
to the detectives in his cell last night. It set 
forth that the deceased returned to 
his home in*Brookliyn on Monday after- 
noon. He found the prisoner there, and 
upbraided him. Herrick chased him down 
into the cellar, and the prisoner drew a pistol 
and shot at him three times, when he left the 
house. After the shooting he carried the pis- 
tol with him and threw it into Hast 
river. He then went to his aunts, 
in Hoboken, where he was 
arrested. The statement caused a sensation 
in court. The accused, through his counsel, 
pleaded not guilty. The prisoner, in speaking 
of the matter tothe police, said he acted in 
self defense; that he was writing a letter to 
bis mother when his step father came in and 
quarreélled with him.

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REDUCTION OF HOURS. 


A Plan by which all the Men May Have 
‘Work. 

Onuana, Neb., August 12.—The | nion Pa- 
cific railroad bas issued an order, which went 
into effect yesterday, reducing the number of 
working hours in its Omaha shops from ten 
toeight hours a day, and cutting down the 
work on Saturdays to tour hours. The same 
reduction is to be made in shops at Kansas 
City and Denver. There is considerable 
dissatisfaction among the men, about 1,500 of 
whom are affected by the order in Omaha. 
The company claims that it had to retrench, 
and rather than to discharge a large number 
of men it concluded to reduce the number of 
working hours so that all could have employ- 
ment. This cut amounts to about twenty per 
cent. .

Cuicaco, August 12.—The fact is made pub- 
lic today thata Chinaman, who is su posed 
to be afflicted with leprosy,arrived in Chicago 
a week ago,coming direct from San Francisco. 
He was noticed by a gentleman upon whom 
he waited and who called again with a medi- 
cal triend. This gentleman at sight declared 
the Chinaman to be afilicted with leprosy. 
Subsequently, when an investigation was 
attempted, the leper had disappeared. 

The department of health has caused a med- 
ical examination to be made today of the 
Chinaman alleged to be suflerivg from leprosy. 
The verdict of the physicians was to the effect 
that the cace was not leprosy, but a malignant 
combination of scrofula and syphilitic 
tuberculosis. as

THANKS TENDERED 


TOTHE MEN LIVING AND THE MEN 
SDEAD IN THE SOUDAN. 


Lord Salisbury Moves the Thanks of Parliament to 
the Bogiishmen, Austreiiens and ‘Canadians 
Whe Failed to Smash the Mahdi—Bulo- 
gistic Speeches on the Campaign. 


Loxpon, Afigust 12.—In the house o{ lords 
this afternoon, the marquis of Salisbury, in 
moving a vote of thanks to the army and navy 
for their recent services in Egypt, paid a strong 
tribute to General Lord Wolseley and Genera! 
Graham and the other officers and soldiers and 
marizes who took part in the Khartoum ex pe- 
dition, for the vasor, perseverance and high 


spirit they displayed in the arduous work of 
the desert campaign. He also dwelt on the 
gallantry of the members of the Australian 
c nmtingent, who, he said, were deserving of 
Fpecial thanks, and also that of 
the Indian troops and Canadian voyageurs. 
The prime minister praised in unmeasured 
terms the valor and devotion of General 
Gordon and of Geverals Earle and Stewart and 
tbe other officers and men who lost their lives 
during the Soudan war, and fittingly ex- 
pressed condolence with their relatives and 
friends. ‘ : 

Baron Carrington, moderate liberal, warialy 
seconded the motion, which was adopted. It 
was noteworthy that not a single liberal leader 
was present in the house of lords during the 
above proceedings. These absences ware 
much remarked and considered as a demon- 
stration against the motion. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor ot the 
exchequer, made a similar motion in the house 
of commons. Speaking of the part taken by 
the Australians and Canadians in the Khar- 
toum expedition, the chancellor said they had 
conclusively shown that there existed a strong 
bond of lovalty between England and her 
colonies, and thatthe mother country had in 
the colonies an element of strenth that would 
serve England well in case of emergency. 

The marquis of Hartington seconded Sir 
Michael’s motion, and in his address exoner- 
ated General Wolseley from blame for many 
of the shortcomings of the Soudan campaign, 
because the circumstances attending or caus- 
ing them were beyond his control. The mar 
quis praised the Australians and Canadians 
for their services, and the manner in which 
they were tendered, and said the colonial loy- 
aity, proven by these services, added new 
strength to the British empire. The motion 
was then adopted. 3

THB CHOLERA RECORD. 
Progress 


of the Disease in France and 
Spain. 

Maver, August 12.—Thére were 4,567 new 
cases of cholera and 1,620 deaths from the 
disease reported yesterday throughout Spain. 
_ The number of cholera cases has greatly 
increased. In this city fifty new cases and 
eighteen deaths, and in the province ll new 
cases and thirty-eight deaths were reported 
today. Travelers in many districts are quar- 
antined for from five’ to twenty days, 
and undergo great hardships by 
being lodged in barns or in the open air, and 
suffering from the lack of food. Some villages 
are etrictly cordoned, trenches having been 
cut te stop travel on the roads, and villagers 
threatening strangers and compelling them to 
leave. 

The Gazette today says that in the past 
twenty-four hours 6,464 new cases ot chidkaee 
and 2.109 deaths have been reported, from 
576 towns in thirty-six provisces in Spain. 
This is the highest number of victims yet re. 
ported. 

Thirty-five pew cases of cholera and nine- 
teen deaths from the disease were reported in 
this city yesterday. Fifteen of the new cases 
exist in one street. This discovery has caused 
a semeation. The authorities are vigorously 
disinfecting the thoroughfare. ; 

_Maprip, August 12.—The Spanish authori- 

ties today removed the land cordon which was 
established yesterday against Gibraltar, be- 
cause of the death there by a person from 
illness resembling cholera. The inhabitants 
of Gibraltar are demanding the establishment 
of an English cordon against Spanish territo- 
ry, fearing the importation of cholera. The 
Spanieh ports have all been ordered to estab- 
lish quarantines against arrivals from Gibral- 
tar. 
_ Marsrities, August 12.—The cholera panic 
increases daily. Thé@ average of departures 
from Marseilles by railway alone has already 
reached 2,000 per day. As an instance of the 
lexness with which the Marseilles sanitary 
authorities perform their duties, the case of 
tbe captain ofan English vessel lying in this 
port may be mentioned. The captain’s 
daughter died of cholera aboard ship. He at 
once notified the suthorities and requested 
the disinfection of the vessel. Although at 
noon todey thirty hours had elapsed since the 
girl’s death, no official action has as yet been 
taken concerning the event by the Marseilles 
authorties. 

Deaths from cholerain Marseilles today 
amount to twelve. Twenty-two new cases 
were admitted to the Pharo hospital. 

A telegram from Odessa, Russia; says there 
are ten cases of cholera in the suburbs of that 
city. 

Varis, August 12—General De Courcy tele- 
graphs as follows: We have fixed our head- 
quarters at Haiphong during the prevalence 
of the cholera. There were seventeen deaths 
from cholera yesterday in Haiphong, and 
sixty-six persons are down with the disease 
today. We havealarge number of volunteer 
nurses to care for the sick. 

GIRRALTAR, August 12.—A British steamship 
lies quarantined off Mer El Kebia, in Algersa, 
with four eases of cholera on board. One per- 

n bas died of the disease on the same vessel 

Vienna, Auguat 12.—Diepaiches from Odessa 
State that several cases of sickues2 resembling 
cholera have occurred in the Odessa suburbs, 
and that in consequence ail arrivals trom 
Marseilles bave been prohibited.

| SMITH’S VINDICATION. 


RR HAS A SAUCY ANSWER FOR 
WESTMORELAND. 


He Saye That His Convicta Did Not Have Scurvy, 
Were Not Underfed and That They Had 
Measies—He Seys He was Ready and 
Anxious for s Trial, Btc, Ete. 


Yesterday a Gonstitvtion reporter called 
on Senator James M. Smith and asked him if 
he would say anything in regard to the inter- 
viewin yesterday’s Coystitctioy in which 
Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland reiterated the 
charges of bad management meade against the 
Oglethorpe county convict camp. Senator 
Smith said: 

‘Since the governor passed an order on the 
llth of July last, completely exonerating me 
from the charges of improper treatment of 
convicts under my charge, and dismissing and 
finally disposing of the case made against me 
by a portion ot the penitentiary oflicials, I 
have given the matter very little thought. [ 
entertained the Opinion that after 
the governor’s action all cemplaint would 
cease, aS every one seemed to be perfectly 
satisfied at the time with the disposition made 
of the ease by the governor. I was not aware 
that Dr. Westmoreland was disposed to criti- 
cise the governor’s action. 

I was prepared with voluminous testimony 
to show, and which did show and yet show, 
that the conviets under my charge were 
humanely treated and properly fed. I was 
then anxious and willing to go into the inves- 
tigation and show, as I felt I could do, beyond 
the shadow of a doubt or a cavil that 
the a oe of the convicts under my 
charge bad been from the beginning, beyond 
the reasonable expectations of any fair mind- 
ed person in the unusually small number of 
escapes, in the unprecedented and almost in- 
credible small number of deaths, and in the 
unusually small number of casualties, The 
governor seemed tothink it unnecessary to 
consume time with the reading of the testimo- 
ny and exemination ofthe witnesses who had 
appeared in my defense. He therefore wrote 
out and signed an order dismissing the case 
against me finally and forever, and reciting 
therein the fact that ifany irregularities had 
at any time underany circumstances existed 
that they were without my knowledge or con- 
sentand that | had been as prompt to correct 
anything wrong as any penitentiary official 
could possibly have been. . What more could 
Task? What more could any one ask?’’

and foreyer from further investigation or con- 
sideration.”’ 

“Dr. Westmoreland says that you have a 
camp on the Tennilleand Wrightsville rail- 
road in Johnson county, and that reports of 
bad management and improper diet existed 
there.” 

‘‘The facts about that camp are these,”’ said 
Colonel Smith: ‘In August last | made a 
contract to do zome work on that road, and on 
the 25th of August moved a body of convicts 
there. They continued to work there without 
any sickness or accidents of any note till about 
the middie ot March last. The boss of the 
camp wes taken sick about this time and asked 
to be relieved a short while till hecould re- 
cover. A new man was put im charge tempo- 
rarily. As soon as the new man took. charge 
the measles breke outin thiscamp. The boss 
who was relieved, in facttook the measles 
and brought them to the Oglethorpe camp 
where he staid one or twonights. The new 
boss at Wrightsville camp was, a6 stated, only 
put in charge temporarily. There were sev- 
era) cases of sickness, some measies and some 
other complaints, none of which ever amount- 
ed to much and were gotten over pretty soon.” 

“Some complaints of the new boss reached 
me at home in Oglethorpe county, whereupon 
| wrote the principal keeper, Colonel J. W. 
Nelms, if possible to visit the Wrightsville 
camp himself and make a thorough investiga- 
tién of it, and ifthe bossor any guard had 
treated any convict inbumanely or wrongfully 
or in apy manner violated the law,1 would 
vot only discharge the boss orthe guard, as 
the case might be, but would have them pros- 
ecuted to the full extent of the law and make 
an example eo as todeter any othersin my 
employ hereafter from doing wrong. . This 
letter any one can see by calling on Coldnel J. 
W. Nelms. Upon receiving this letter from 
me, Colonel] Nelms sent Colonel Towers, aseis- 
tent keeper of the penitentary, down to 
Wrightsville. Colonel Towers made a thor- 
ough investigation, and upon his return wrote 
mea private letter in which hestated that 
the bosgat this camp was notto blame; that 
that there were no vegetables in the country, 
etc. Here is a copy of Colonel Towers’s let- 
ter.””

“What aboupthe Oglethorpe camp?” 

“Tn order to understand about this camp I 
will say that it was established in 1879 by or- 
der of Governor Colquitt. There have’ been 
at this camp an average of about 100 convicts. 
From the establishment of this camp to leet 
winter and spring, the convicts confined there 
bed allthet*'me been remarkably healthy. 
For four or five years there was not a death or 
escape and scarcely any sickness.”’ 

“ Was not this very remarkable?” 

“Yes, eir. I was astonished at it myself.’ 

“Can you account for it?” 

“I do not know that I can fully explain it 
except to say it must have been provi- 
dential. I employed a first class physician 
who gave the camp close attention. I visited 
the camp daily myself and watched aiter 
everything very closely. A large per cent of 
the convicts whom I then worked had been in 
the penitentiary for some time and were more 
or less hardened to that kind of life. I was 
fortunate in not having any epidemics to break 
out. I wes not cramped and hampered with 
rules and regulations to such an extent 
that I could not under any circumstances ¢x- 
erciseé my own judgment. Colonel Nelms 
then had no assistant and did his own inspec- 
tion, and yr ne visited the camp and 
gave most excellent and wholesome advice to 
lessees, bosses, guards and convicts as to their 
duty. In 1884 the number of convicts 
under my charge had run down to a figure 
very much below my pro-rata share. To this 
[ did not object. In fact I asked the princi- 
pal keeper not tosend me any more as[ had 
as many as | then needed. in October, 1534, 
Il received from the M.& N. G. rail up- 
wards of twenty convicts who had been cite 5 
ing on thatroad. During the early winter I 
received a large number from the jails, so 
that hy the first of April, 1885, I had on hand 
near seventy new convicts. This was about 
seventy-five per cent of the whole number at 
Oglethorpe camp. I sent to the railroads 
able-bodied convicts. I mean those who had 
been in penitentiary some time, and kept the 
new ones and most vicious and those less 
healtby at the Oglethorpe camp. The 
winter was sy severe as you re- 
member. Many of the convicts had been 
confined in jail for many months. Those 
came tothe camp very much debilitated. 
Some with chronic diseases, some with physi- 
cal defects, and soon. In consequence I had 
more sickness in January, February and 
March, than ueual. It was, however, of a 
very mild type. But few remained in the 
hospital lopger than two or three days, They 
were effected mostly with influenzia or bad 
colds.- In many cases convicts were allowed 
to remain in doors, when, ifthey had been 
free, doubtless they would have continued to 
labor. Manydays when the weather was bad, 
they were allowed to remain in the building 
allday. My orders were to expose them as 
little as possible. About the Ist of April — 
every one appeared to be sound and well. 
The time of year had come when I needed 
their labor on the farm. I was a giad to 
see that I had brought them through such a 
severe winter and they had come out so well, 
[ was congratulating myself on the bright 
prospects ahead. Yon will nnyderstand r 
interest in the health of convicts 2 «ac vita] 
it they are sick he loses money; if they escape 
he loses mouey; lithey are crippled he loses 
money; if they are uct well fed and 
clothed and well treated he loses money. 
A sensible business man who has them leased 
will never allow them to be mistreated if he 
can help it. Whenever he permits that he is 
allowing himself to be cheated and robbed. 
A leesee wil] naturally resent anything that 
in any way leesens the — strength of 
the convict. It is his ability to labor that the 
lessee depends upon. Any lessee who has not 
this much common sense will soon “get broke’’ 
working convicts. If a lessee finds that he 
has a boss who does not know these things he 
discharges him without ceremony. 

“The great secret in farming successfully is 
to take good and especial care of your land, 
tcols, mules, steck of al) kinds, and last your 
laborers, whether they be free or convicts,” 

“What about the measles?” 

“Early in April the measles broke out in 
Camp Oglethorpe and continued up into June, 
I think there were in all near forty cases of 
the measles, and doubtless two-thirds of these 
had relapses more or iess severe—say in all 
seventy cases of sickness in camp from meas- 
les in the course of three months. The hos- 
pital register will show these fac’s.” _ 

“When did Dr. Westmoreland yisit your 
camp?” 

‘‘About firet of June.” 

“How many cases of measles did you have 
then ?”? ; 

“From an examination of the hospital reg- 
ister kept by the physician in charge, the 
correctness of which in og Aa the hearing at 
one time pending before the governor, was 
sworn to we the © nysician, I find that on 
April 9th two convicts were taken with 
measles. On the 17th of the same month two 
more, on 25th month five, on Agee on 
May ith one, May ‘th eight, on May %th two, 
on May 2ist two, on May 25th two, on May 
9th two. It will thus be seen that 
on May 30th, when Dr. Westmoreland visited 
the camp there had been twenty-seven cases 
ofthe measles. At that time very few of these 
twenty-seven had entirely recovered. Even 
thoee of them at work were looking badly. 
The hospital register will show that there 
were very few cases of sickness in this camp 
from April 9th to May %0th, except the mea- 
sles and relapses; from that disease which 
some physicians say is more fatal thaa the 
sma)] pox. 

‘There were one or twocases of fever and a 
few cases of diarrhea. When Dr. Westmore- 
land vistted the camp the 30th of May it wil! 
thus be seen that most of the sickness was 
obliged to have been measies.”’ 

“Did Dr. Westmoreland, in his report to the 
governor on the 30th of May, make any mon- 
tion of the fact that measles were an epidemic 
in the camp?” 

“No. Strange to say for some purpose he 
ignored that fact entirely in his report. Why 
he did so I cannot imagine. He was obli 
to have known, both from personal inspection 
end the weekly reports of the physicians in 
charge of the camp, that measles were, at 
time of his visit and sometime previous, an 
epidemic in the camp. This omission on his 

rt made an erroneous impression. There 

not nor can there be any question 
about the correctness of the hospital ws 
Such being the fact from the dates therein 
reported when the convicts took the measles 
it were impossible for all of them Ww have 
recovered when the doctor visited the camp 
the 20th of May.

Long has been practicing for more 
then thirty seyen years, and Dr, Willingham 
for about eleven years. They both 
state that they have this day § ex- 
amined the convicts and convict camp 
of Hon James M. Smith in Oglethorpe county. 
They macea careful inspection of the convicts 
and they fourd the condition of the convicts good. 
The wen presented a healthy appearance and 
seemed cheerful and in good spirits. They special- 
ly cirectcd their attention end examination to- 
ward the point as to whether there was or was not 
any Care or cases Ofecurvy among the convicts 
They founda Lo case of scurvy 
among them nor did they find 
any traces of any of the convicts ever having be-n 
¢fieeted with scurvy nor could they discover any 
tendency to that diseasein any of them. They 
fovnd three cases where the parties showed the 
effacts of talivation. One of them stated that he 
bad bad syphilis. The others were salivated by 
the phyticman in charge as he informedts. Ail 
the men were loosing very well with the excep- 
tion of a few who had recentiy suffered with 
mevsies, and we find those in a very favorable con 
dition as could be expected, considering the 
pature and cbharecter of that d‘sease. We only find 
three Men and ore woman inthe hospital, and 
they were ali sitting up and couvalescent. Dr.

“What about vegetables?” 

“The convicts had more vegetables this 
epring than they have ever had since I have 
badacamp. These vegetables consisted of 
winter collards, sweet potatoes, Irish potatoes, 
turnips, turnip greens and peas, etc.’’ 

‘What about fresh meats?” 

‘‘The convicts had more fresh meats than 
usua!. I killed 160 hogs. They had furnished 
them the backbones, heads, teet, chitilings, 
spareribs, livers and shoulders of these 160 
hogs, commencing the Ist of December and 
rupning along to the Istof April. The last 
killing of forty-two hogs was made, I believe, 
the 20th of March, Tax Constitution alluded 
to it in a dispatch as something remarkable.” 

“Do you regard fresh pork as good fur con- 
victs?”’ 

“‘At that season of the year I do.”’ 

“Then you mean to say the convicts did not 
suffer for fresh vegetables and fresh meats?’’ 

“Ido. Itisa fact that the convicts asked 
that the iesue of vegetables be aiscontinued as 
they were tired ofthem. I did this for awhile 
for their accommodation and benefit. The 
physicianin charge advised it,” 

Senator Smita continued: 

“] wanted to give them fresh beef more than 
Idid, butthe physician in charge advised 
agarnst it. I was willing and anxious all the 
time, and ever have been, to give the convict 
anything to eat or drink that will make him 
heulthier, stronger and more able to labor. 
Why should I be otherwise? To be so would 
be to work against my own interests. My 
worst enemies have never accused me of 
that.”’ 

“Have you any milk cows at the camp?” 

“I have eight weli fed common milk cows 
atthecamp. Last year I had ten. They give 
s6y from twelve to fifteen gallons of milk 
caily. This milk is given to the convicts. 
Some of it is used:by the guards, some is used 
ip making up flour, the balance is given the 
convicts,”’ 

“How many. acres in vegetables do you 
plant?” 

“1 plant annually about sixty acros for the 
ute of the convicts. Last year [*made 2,000 
bushels of sweet potatoes. The convicts eat 
them ali up during last fall,winter and spring. 
This year 1 had Irish potatoes from eariy in 
the spring till now. I dug them the other 
day and planted another patch for fall and 
winter use. I dug 400 bushels. Up at home 
where 1 live I dug 600 bushels. I now have 
on hand 1,000 bushels Irish potatoes 
and no great useforthem. I have other 
vegetables tor the convicts which they lie 
better.” 

*“What about the governor not agreeing to 
put off the hearing of your case till Dr. Wess- 
morelapd could vicit your camp the second 
time and report to him?” 

‘The govervor oa 25th June, the time first 
eet for the hesring, entered an order oa the 
executive minutes that the hearing would be 
bad on July li.

The bill to tax railroad property by counties 
was taken up as the specia! prder ofthe day. 
The bill was read for thé third time, and ar 
gument on its passage was commenced, 

Mr. Russell opened the argument. He took 
the ground that if this bill passed it would bo 
equivalent to double taxation, as the stock of 
the roads wes already taxed. He also stated 
that the railroads were a great benelit to the 
people, and as pubiic benefactors they should 
not be oppressed. 

Mr.Glenn did not think that railroads 
were of Popa Cie benefit to the people as 
it was claim they were. In his district, the 
forty- fourth, there. were only two counties 
through which railroads run. In these coun- 
ties farming land conid be bought at a less 
price than im thé eoukties in which there were 
no railroads.@He said that railroad property 
should be taxed the same'es any other prop- 
erty. : 

Mr. Colley thought that it would be a great 
mistake to pass the bill. It would work a se- 
rious ipjury to the railroads and one that 
would cripple them in their business. The 
railrosd commirsion had control of the rail- 
roads in the state, and the property could not 
be considered in the hands of the people 
who bad their money invested in them. 
He had been informed that two-thirds of the 
stock of the railroads in Georgia was owned 
by the people of the state. To pass the meas- 
ure would be to serve notice upon the public 
that Georgia wanted no more railroads; that 
foreign capital would not be protected. For 
these reasons he was opposed to the bill. 

Mr. Sheffield favored the measure. He did 
not think the constitutional objection was well 
founded. He did not favor the taxation of 
steck in railroads, but he believed that all 
railroad property should be assessed 
and taxed the same as any 
other property. Millions of the steck of the 
railroads in Georgia were owned outside of the 
stete, and could not be reached tor taxation. 

Mr. Falligantseid thatthe power totax 
railroad property by counties implied a desire 
to destroy it. Georgia bada reputation for 
fostering ber enterprises, and he did not want 
to seethat wiped out. Georgia guaranteed 
that railroads should not be taxed until after 
the stockholders nad received eight per cent 
on their money invested in this kind of prop- 
erty. Hereads numberof legal authorities 
to show that the property of 
a railroad could not ve levied on and sold in 
ob lots. If a mile of railroad track in a county 
was levied on and sold, the owner under this 
bill would have the power to fence itin, and 
the use of the line would be destroyed. 
believed thatthere was only one wav 
this property, and that was asa whole. 
alto held that the bill was unconstitutional by 
reason of the fact that it originated in the sen- 
ate, and should bave come from the house. 

Mr. Rankin advocated the passage of the 
bill. Hecould not see any reason why rail- 
roads should beexempt from taxation, while 
other enterprises and industries were compell- 
ed to pay tax. Tho stock of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad was owned 
by non-residents ofthe state, the Western 
and Atlantic railroad stock was controlled by 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, the 
Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line was owned by 
people out of the state. He wanted equality 
in taxation. Mr. Rankin occupied the floor 
up tothe hour of adiournment, and will re- 
sume his argument today.

In olden times the makers of ido!s cried out 
against Paul and Silas because their ‘“‘cratt 
was in danger.” Inourownday men cried 
out against the Power loom, the reapers, the 
mower, the sewing machine, etc., because 
certain handicraft was in dangor. In Augus- 
ta, Macon and Columbus there was for years 
a bitter contest? to prevent ‘the connection of 
railways through these cities because the dray 
and omnibus craft was in danger! Just so it 
is with the ‘pilots ofthis day—they are op- 
posed to all progress, they do 
not want harbors deepened, lighthouse 
built, buoys and beacons placed, or steam tugs 
employed, because it makes the way safe and 
plain to any one, and so their craft is endan- 
gered. It matters notto them that life and 
property is thereby rendered more secure, and 
the danger to those who go down to the sea in 
ships is materially lesseued,a!! they see is their 
own peeket, In spite of this outcry the United 
States government, in aspiritof progress be- 
longing to the age, has so blazed out the way 
and mede crooked places straightand deep- 
eredthe channels, that any one who can 
hs ndle a sbip at ali, can bring her into any of 
ovr Atlantic harbors with perfect safety. The 
government vessels sre all torbidden to em- 
ploy pilots, and congress has also relieved 
coastwise steamships of this burden. These 
ships, with cargoes, are worth from two hun- 
dred and fifty to five hundred thousand dol- 
Jars each, besides there are from fifty to one 
bundred lives at stakeon each. If all this 
value and life does not require a pilot for its 
security, how is it that the coast lime sailing 
ship, with not a tenth of the value and no 
lives except the dozen or less of the crew, 
should be obliged to submit to this extortion. 
Is the pilot for theee so necessary that the 
master must be compelied to employ him 
whether he will cr not? Oris he so unnecer- 
sary that severe compulsory laws are required 
tof orce him upon a vessel needlessly? 
Masters of coast vessels are generally owners 
siso and mey not a man do what he will with 
hisown? After he has brought his venture 
safely along the dangers of our coast until he 
comes within reach and sight of his haven, a 
legalized robber is by Georgia law stationed at 
the entrance, to bid him stand and deliver a 
sum greater than that received by himself and 
all his crew for theentire voyage? Masters of 
vessels will make a voyage across the wintry 
ocean and around the world tor a primage 
that is ,five per cent of the gross earnings, an 
the pilot for an hour or so ofa needless service 
not halfso dangerous as that of the master, 
receives as his perquisiie a sum 
equaling from six per cent to ten per cent 
of the gross earnings of the entire voyage. 

Is not this a terrible extortion? Primarily 
it comes out of the hard earnings of the mas- 
ter and mariners, but ultimately 1t comes out 
of the pockets of every man who ships of! a 
foot of lumber, a bale of cotton, or a barrel of 
resin, or brings in a baie of bagg'nug, @ bushel 
of grain, ore ton of fertilizer, for the ship

Provision for the Education of Worthy 
Young Men from the Batire State. 
_ Mr. Russell, of Clarke, introduced a very 
important meesure into the house yesterday 
in the ebepe of *‘a bill to place the benefits of 
& liberal education within the reach of all 
young Georgians by providing the means for 
the education of young men from each county 
and senatorial district in the state who are 
unable to pay their own expenses.” A 
ConsTitvT1on man had @converaation with Mr. 
Russe]! as to the provisions and objects of this 
bill. Said be: “The two chief charges made 
against the university by those who are ua- 
friendly to it, are that its benefits only reach the 
rich, while all the state he!ps bear the burden 
of its support, and that its students are only 
ircm a few counties of the state, which are 
alone benefited. The latter charge is entirely 
roundlees, but the first is true to this extent: 
bet there are a large class of poor young 
boys all over the state who have bright minds 
aud are worthy of a liberal education, and, if 
educated, would reflect honor on the state,who 
are too poor to pay their college expenses and 
to whom free tuition at the university amounts 
to the reason they 
ar reach the  wuniver- 
sity, to pay for their board, clothing 
and books while pursuing their studies. To 
this class of boys the gift of free tuition alone 
ig a:moet like saying to a blind man: ‘Here is 
beautiful scenery; look at it!” My bill pro- 
vides forthe education of those boys in our 
state who want an education and deserve it, 
but are unable to obtain it. It provides that 
each county shall be entitled to as many 
scholarships a3 it has representatives, and 
each sevator may appoint one, and the gover- 
nor name six, making 225 m all. Each 
benéficiary of a scholarship will receive $2 80 
per abnum with which to pay all his expen- 
ses and relieve his. mind of every care except 
the pursuit of his studies. Each free scholar- 
ship must be f

“None except that the appointee to each 
scholarship must swear that he is anxious to 
obtain an education and is unable from pover- 
ty to do go,”’ 

‘‘How are these scholarships to be maintain- 
ed and will not the amount be very large?” 

‘The bill provides that the beneficiaries of 
the scholarships shall be paid by the state 
treasurer on their indorsement and the for- 
warding of their notes payable to him for the 
anual amount. The total amount will be $83.- 
000 perannum orseven per centon a dona- 
tion of $00,000 for which the governor is au- 
thorized t issue an obligation 
rurning fifty vears in the same 
wsy as other funds of the university. 
The amount may seem large, but when you 
take into consideration that it will reach ev- 
ery section and every county of the state, and 
when, further, it is compared with the 
amounts expended on other public institu- 
tions, and, lastiy, when we contemplate the 
great benefits to accrue to the state at large, it 
dwiudles.into comparative insignificance. For 
this sum of $65,090 per annum we extend the 
benefits of a liberal education, not only in 
name, but in fact, to »'l the young men in the 
state, and make the state university such, not 
only in neme, butin reality, and an tnstitu- 
tion in which the state, as such, can feel a 
laudabie pride.”

FOOD FOR THE COTTON WORM,

And 
this, too, with diminished ranks, while his a4- 
versary received new levies daily. ‘The battle worn 
veterians of Lee had neither rest nor recuperation 
nor source of aaa numbers to relisva 
the fearful attritiow from which they suffered in 
each combat. 

When the end was reached at Petersburg, the 
army of the immortal Lee was lengthened out to 
confront Grant’s increased forces untilit did not 
amount toaskirmish line. The crisis cameon 
the confederates right where the federals broke 
through the corps ofA.

In the despera 
tion of the situation, General Hillattem pted a feat 
for which the science of war had made no provis- 
ion—the beating back of massed ranks with a 
skirmish line!

Then 
and there the hopes of asgallant an army as eyer 
bore the brunt of battle floated intg thin air amid 
the smoke of desultory shots fir n the retreat 
This final scene at Petersburg as the depleted rants

of the lamented Grant on thst occasion. Of this 
all brave confederates speak in bated breath and 
would place chapletson his bier. Whatever his 
merits as a military man, which no confederate 
desires to detract from, it 1s due to the truth of 
history to claim that Robert E Lee was his equal, 
and impertial historians will so record it. In 
coming time the north will hold as proud Ameri- 
can heritage the gallantry of Lee’s veterans. It 
was too colossal to be despised. It forms a bril- 
liant chapter in American bistory.

‘Resolved, That this convention has learned 
with regret that our legislature has now pending 
$n act 0 reduce the inspection fees of fertilizers 
from 50 cents to 15 cents per ton. 

“Resolved, That it is unwise to make said re- 
cuction and that we hope it will not pass.’’ 


Mr. Branch, of Coluinbia, seconded the resolu- 
tion and thovght it was directly tothe point. 
This proposed reduction is not for the benefit oi 


the fermers, but for the benefit of the mauufac- 
turers. They haye come down here from 
Boston, Baltimore, Philedelphia and Charieston, 
put up atthe Kimball house and beseiged the leg- 
isilature to reduce these fees. But will they sell us 
then a $80 fertilizer for $2965? No,sir. It is sim- 
ply aschemeto put an extra profit of thirty-five 
cents per ton, or $70,000, from Georgia annually, 
and we will pay that profit to them instead of to 
the state. as we now do. 

Colonel! Hatcher, of Bibb, concurred in the views 
expressed by the last speaker. The inspection fee 
ought notto bereduced. So far as l am concera- 
ed I would rather see the fee raised to 
<i than reduced to filteen cents. Fifteen cents 
per ton is the estimated actual cost of inspection. 
lt is important in my opinion that we keep this 
inspection to fifty cents. It is true the farmers 
pay it.

ADDRESSES, 

Dr. W. L, Jones, of the Southern Cultivator, was 
invitedto address the convention, and delivered 
8 sbort, sourd and sensible speech upon the sub- 
lect of the ‘“‘Labor Supply in Georgia,”’ and the 
rest methods of dealing with itso as not to sustain 
loss. He said the labor supply 
was growing less every year and the people 
of the south Would bave to do as the people of 
the north did when they got rid of their slayves— 
supply their power with that of machines. He 
also referred to the subject of experimental! sta 
tions and urged the farmers to unite and establish 
them by their own efforts and m4@ns. He depre 
cated these constant and vain appeais to the legis. 
lature to do for us what we should do for our-~ 
selves. It is a bad sign, and the practice should 
be abandoped. 

Colonel Henry D. Capers was called up, and 
entertained the convention in the most happy 
manner with reminiscences of the revival of 
this eociety after the war, of its early strug- 
gies and triumphs, and of the men who nad giveo 
time, money and brain to making it the great and 
importsent institution itis today. Colonel Capers

Zhe Ceremonies of Laying it Postponed Until the 
Btcond of Beptember—General Lawton to 
Deliver the Oration- The Report of the 
Committee on Georgia Marble, 


It had been planned for the corner stone of 
the new capitol of Georgia to be laid on the 
26th of the present month. General A. R. 
Lawton, of Savannab, had been chosen by the 
legislative committee as the orator of the occa- 
sion. On acoount of other engagements 
Genera) Lawton finds that it will be im possi- 

le for him to be in Atlanta 
on the 26th. The committee 
bas therefore determined to postpone the lay - 
ing of the corner stone until Wednesday, the 
2nd of September, when it will occur with 
grend and imposing ceremonies. The legisla- 
ture will attend in a body, end there will bea 
precession of military and civic organizations. 
The 
WORK ON THE CAPITOL 

is progrereipg finely. The massive masonry 
of the foundations has risen above the ground, 
aud the proportions and style of the great 
structure are beginning to be ap- 
parent. The question of mate- 
rial is now made 8 live issue 
before the legislature by a report which was 
submitted yesterday by Mr. Mitchell, from a 
sub-committee, to the chairman of the senate 
committee on public property, The report is 
made in response to a resolution introduced 
at the last session declaring that 
h8 some dissatisfaction had been 
expressed with the action of the capitol com- 
mission in awarding the contract for the 
building to parties who will use material to 
be obtained beyond the limits of the state,and 
it was averred that finer material could be 
obtained within the state, it was the duty 
of the legislature to investigate the question 
ard ascertain the facts. The report declares 
the matter to involve not only the money of 
the people but “the honor, reputation ana 
dignity of the _ state itself.” It says 
that the capitol -commission infla- 
erced by the amount to which it 
was restricted thought it best to adopt oolitic 
limestone from Indianarather than granite or 
marble from Georgia quarries, to secnre 
a building such as had been designed within 
the $1,000,000 appropriation. 

The repcert declares that Georgia ma- 
terial can be obtained as cheaply 
28 like material from @ntside the state and 
auestions the fitness of oolitic limestone for 
such a building as has been planned. The 
testimony of witnesses and experts is adduced 
to show objections to this limestone. The re- 
port declares that the act provides in specific 
terms, as we understand it, that the new 
capitol should be built of granite, 
rock or marble, and thatall other materia! 
should be from the productions of Georgia, if 
to be bad as cheaply as like material from 
other localities, and invests the commission 
created by the act with the power and duty of 
adopting a plan or design for the building, and 
at the same time restricts the amount to be 
expended to $1,000,000.

tothe material to be used. We recommend 
that the restrictions as to the material be 
enforced. Georgia is ‘‘too poor” and ought to

Resolved by the senate, the house of representa- 
ives concurring, that the committee on finance of 
the senate and nouse be, and tbey are hereby, for 
this pui pose, constituted a joint committee, in- 
structed and charged with the duty of preparinga 
bil] express, without ambiguity or question, the 
intention of the general assembiy to require that 
the capitol of Georgia shail be built of Georgia 
eranite,rock or marbre, aud that all the other ma 
terial shall be of Georgia product if the samecaa 
be found and procured in the state as cheaply as 
like material from other localities. 

That said committee be further instructed and 
required to so amend tbe act providing for the 
erection ofa capitol building as to provide the 
means forthe building and completion thereot 
with and ont of Georgia materiai, not to exceed 
the sum of $ annually, 

The report is signed by Senators Thornton, 
Tigner and Rankin. This report of the sub 
committee will probably come before the leg- 
ielature in some shape in afew days. No 
action has yet been taken on it.
